Clerk and Tax Collector, to whom 
the law gives the "control and di- 
rection " of the publication of the 
City Delinquent Tax List, gave no- 
tice that they would receive sealed 
proposals for doing the publishing 
of the Doliiiquent List for the year 
l'87i> (i. 
In conformity with this 


notice, the publishers of the TKI- 


Traiun-ripl and jV'c«-« filed bids 


with the City Clerk. These bids 
were opened on the 4th of Decem- 
ber, and 
it 
was 
found 
that 


the 
.Veirx had 
offered to pub- 


lish the list for ten cents per 
each description. 
This being the 


lowest bid, the contract was awarded 
to that paper, and the list was duly 
printed. Now conies the JVt'ics with 
its bill, and, as was expected nnd 
forshixdowed by the Titiiivxr., it is 
made ont for ftentfi-flre 
cents per 


.lesi-ription. A more barefaced fraud 
was never attempted. In point of 
impudence thU claim reaches sub- 
limity, aud the former efforts of the 


to defraud tho treasury sinks 


into insignificance. The number of 
descriptions charged for are in round 
numbers one thousand five hun- 
dred, which, at ten cents each, the 
amount of the written offer of the 
Xficn, would come to £150. 
But at 


the rate charged by that disreputable 
sheet it amounts to 81,100. 
This 


outrageous bill was presented to the 
Council at its last meeting and is 
now in the hands of Messrs. Pardee, 
Dodsmul Huntiugton, the Finance 
Committee. Whether the bill has 
been verified and emloised as correct 
by Mayor Webber, Clerk Hillebrand 
aud Tax-Collector Johnson we do 
not know, but it certainly should 
before it is allowed.
